procedure for est abl i shing language and area centers 

Oj) The provision of tee act which authorises $15,000,000 
per year for four years. Only $375,000 is now available. 
{Additional appropriations are expected to be made.) 

(e) The requirement that centers be established for tee 
t ea ching of languages in which there is now a critical shortage 
of trained personnel 


(d) The assumption teat Government employees will be 
qualified for language training and for the payment of stipends 

(•) The provision of the act which provides that no funds 
•hall be expended for payment to any individual who has not 
taken an oath of alle g ia nce to tee United States (foreign 
scholars} 

A request was made for each agency to submit a letter stating the 
numbmr of employees with language competence likely to be needed 
during tee next tea or fifteen years and an indication of tee degree 
of language competence which will be required of each employee.
